Postal pact ratified 


Postal workers overwhelmingly ra- 
tified a new, three-year contract that 
maintains a strong cost-of-living ad- 
justment. 

The American Postal Workers 
Union and the National Association 
of Letter Carriers, who together rep- 
resent 500,000 of the nation’s 600,000 
postal workers, approved the eon- 
tract. It boosts pay and benefits 
$2,100 and retains a cost-of-living 
formula that pays 58 percent of any 
yearly increase as measured by the 
Consumer Price Index. 

The average postal worker earns 
nearly $23,000 a year-in pay and 
benefits. — Chicago Sun-Times
